The death of It. C. Henton, which
occurred Saturday of last weelk, April

In is%i he came to Holt county,
and located on & farm east of Oiregon,
and in 1500 he was elected to the of-
fice of county clerk, ss & Democral,
serving his term of four years. On
retiring from this ofice, he entered

real estate, loan and Insurance,
snd suctioncer business, which he
continued untll his late aMiotion,
which came In the form of a stroke
of paralysis while attending to his
business aifalrs in the elty, on Aug-
ust 13, 1014, from which le became
helpless, and remained so o his
death.
